Knowledge of Child Welfare 
Being Spread 


Paris. March 19.— (Correspondence 
of 
the 
Associated 
Press). --"Have 
the bailies” is the message that has 
been taken into the remote 
towns 
and villages of thirteen departments 
of France by the Children's Bureau 
of thf Am erican Red Cross. 
France Is considered 
seoond 
to 
none in scientific knowledge of in­ 
fant 
welfare; 
but 
hitherto 
thut 
knowledge has been largely confined 
to her medical schools, her hospitals, 
and to the minds of her child spec­ 
ialists. 
It needed to lie taken right 
into the homes, if France 
was 
to 
save her coming generation. 
To combat ignorance of the princi­ 
ples of child hygiene on the part of 
French mothers, to popularize fresh 
air and clean teeth, to preach the 
truth that tuberculosis is preventa­ 
ble; to encourage breast feeding and 
8"ssible clothing for infants, was the 
task which the American Red C ro s s , 
seventeen months ago, set itself to 


perform. 
The result is. as the Bureau sta­ 
tistics show, 
that 
250,000 
French 
children have directly benefited 
by 
the efforts of this section of the Am­ 
erican Red Cross. 
it organized four great expositions 
in four 
of 
the 
busiest 
cities 
of 
France: Lyons. Marseilles, St. Etten© 
and Toulouse 
Three hundred thou­ 
sand persons went through the turn­ 
stiles of these shows, and they took 
home every piece of the child wel­ 
fare literature that they could ob­ 


tain. 
Traveling expositions next went in ­ 
to 
thirteen 
French 
departments. 
They gave simple lectures and de­ 
monstrations 
wit Ii a life-size 
baby 
doll in the town hall or the market 
place, and with the aid of their own 
cinema and a supply of picture cards 
and colored posters, told the mothers 
how the health and welfare of their 
offspring might be promoted. Near­ 
ly two million pieces of child wel­ 
fare propaganda were thus distribut­ 
ed, with the gratifying result that in 
many instances mothers returned to 
the show to tell that they had bene­ 
fitted by this or that piece of ad­ 
vice given by “ lea Atnericains.” 
Finally, the Bureau 
has 
trained 
young Frenchwomen as social 
visi­ 
tors and sent forty-eight of them out 
among their own people. 
In Lyons, 
Marseilles, Corbeil. Blois. St. Etien ­ 
ne and Paris they are doing intelli­ 
gent and constructive 
social 
work 
being at the home itself where they 
are endeavoring to instill 
modem 
methods of child hygiene 
and 
the 
prevention of disease.
